The records of the Supreme Court of Indi- 
ana furnish the latest illustration of the 
Democratic corruption that survived the 
Democratic rebellion, and which is about all 
that the destruction of slavery left of the 
party that was held together by the cohesive 
powerof spoils.

NAVY-YARD REFORM NEEDED. 
We are inclined to give unstinted approval 
to the report on the navy-yards which has 
been submitted to Congress by Mr. Wixi,

yards, and the various ramifications of the 
naval service of which they are the centre, 
have furnished opportunities for the vicious 
practice of political assessments. Commo- 
dore Punt and other naval officers have 
testified before the Committee that contracts 
and orders were approved in Washington for 
which there was no necessity and in direct 
opposition to the judgment of the officers in 
charge. The very existence of so many of 
these navy-yards has furnished a provocation 
for occasional extraordinary expenditures up- 
on the slightest pretext, such as Secretary 
Ronmsonm has made twice upon rumors of 
possible complications with Spain. 

The only remedy for all these abuses is 
some complete and radical reform such as 
Mr. WII n Committee have recommended. 
It is proposed in the first place to close all the 
navy-yards except those at Brooklyn, Nor- 
folk, and Mare Island at once, and eventual- 
ly also that at Norfolk. This would give 
one large navy-yard on the Atlantic coast 
and another on the Pacific coast, which 
would be ample for all the necessities and 


a profound peace with all the world. The 
only legitimate use of navy- so long as 
this condition lasts, is for the repair of ves- 
sels and machinery, and these two yards are 
so located as to furnish easy access to 
vessels on either side the continent. , As 
to the other navy-yards, it is proposed that 
Norfolk (Va.), Kittery (Me.), and Pensacola 
(Fla.) shall be retained and guarded at small 
expense, so that operations may be resumed 
there immediately , whenever the neces- 
sity { arises. @ This is the more proper 
since the location of these yards is such 
that they would bring the Government but 
a comparatively small sum if sold. It is 
difficult, however, with the yards located at 
Washington and Charlestown, Mass. These 
yards are now centrally located in the two 
cities, and the property has become so valu- 
able that their sale would yield a handsome 
sum of money; nor is their location so 
desirable from a naval point of view that 
their abandonment would ever cripple the 
service. It is recommended, and we believe 
properly, that no further appropriations be 
made for League Island (the Philadelphia) 
navy-yard. The Government might go even 
further and assure the complete abandon- 
ment of this yard by disposing of it alto- 
gether. It seems hard to lose all the money 
that has been expended there; but this is 
a matter of past mismanagement which 
cannot now be helped, and it is better 
to stand the present loss than to send 
millions upon millions of dollars a- 
ter it. Mr. Wrz’ estimate that it will 
require $60,000,000 more to put League 
Island in working condition is probably not 
exaggerated, since a very large part of that 
sum will be neccessary to dig out the Dela- 
ware River so that the largest vessels can be 
taken there. 

If these recommendations be carried out, 
there will be two large navy-yards, where all 
the necessary work can be concentrated at a 
great saving. An additional saving may also 
be made by abolishing the bureau system 
and making the comnianding officer at each 
responsible for the management and ex- 
penditures. This change would be the surest 
remedy for the abuses that have crept into the 
letting of navy contracts, the purchase of 
supplies, the employment of men, the hours 
of labor, the number of clerks, etc., etc. 
There will then be a direct and personal 
accountability for the management of each 
yard, and it will be within the power of the 
Secretary of the Navy or Congress at any 
time to ascertain the cost of maintaining the 
yards or doing any special piece of work ; 
and it will be practicable and easy to enforce 
any reform or retrenchment which shall be 
demanded, for the officer in charge will al- 
ways feel the responsibility and cannot shift 
it off on any bureaus. Legislation to accom- 
plish all this should be promptly provided, 
and we know of no branch of the public ser- 
vice where legislation can save so much pub- 
lic money now or for the future.

STRENGTH OF THE CHRISTIAN REVOLU- 
TION IN TURKEY. 

In computing the probabilities of the suc- 
cess of the Christian insurgents in the strug- 
gle with their Mohammedan oppressors 
there has always been one element of diffi- 
culty in ascertaining their real military 
strength, so that it has been impossible to 
determine whether they could maintain a war 
with Turkey upon their own means of ag- 
gression or defense, or whether their only 
hope of success would depend upon foreign 
intervention. Some light, however, has now 
been thrown upon the subject by Herr Von 
Wickeps, an eminent German military au- 
thority, who has been a close observer of all 
the wars of the past twenty-five years, and 
whe was the famous correspondent of the 
Kolnische Zeitung during the Franco-Ger- 
man war. “ Having recently completed a mil- 
itary, review of Turkey for the Allgemeine 
Zeitung, he has now, for the same paper, 
made a review i af the offensive and de- 
fensive capabilities of Roumania, Servia, and 
Montenegro, from the aggregate of which he 
arrives at the general conclusion that these 
powers, even if left to themselves, would be 
very likely to get the better of the Turks. 
Some of the details of, his observations will 
prove of very general interest. In point of 
military power he places Roumania between 
Servia and Montenegro.4 The Roumanians 
excel the Serbs in numbers, but in physique, 
courage, and discipline, the Serbs are supe- 
perior to the Roumanians.? He claims that 
the Roumanian governing classes are among 
the least worthy specimens of an aristocracy 
in the world. ' He alsoremarks: . ‘‘ Especial- 
ly in the upper ranks in Roumania there 
reigns generally—of course with numerous 
exceptions—such corruption, effeminacy, and 
immorality that it is almost impossible for 
them to produce efficient officers. These 
young Boyars have usually devoted them- 
selves to all the excesses of the modern civil- 
ization of the West, and often outstrip their 
Parisian models.” The army numbers 
on the war footing 45,000 regular troops and 
8,000 horses, with 124 guns, together with a 
species of active teserve of militia number- 
ing some 23,000 men. Besides these there is 
the National Guard, corresponding to the 
German Landwehr, which embraces the re- 
maining manhood of the country. In Ser- 
via and Montenegro the people are martial 
and warlike by nature, and have been 
thoroughly trained and organized for war. 
Montenegro, having only a population of 
120,000, can place 23,000 men under arms. 
Of its little army he says: 

The Montenegrins combine with their military 
organization the older organization by clans and 
families so natural ina little vatriarchal State of 
mountaineers settled from time immemorial in the 
same valleys. The entire territory is divided into 
eight Nahies or districts, each under a Serda or 
Governor, and is inhabited by thirty-eight clans, 
who are, again, subdivided into families, intensely 
proud of their pedigrees. The army consists of 
thirty battalions, of eight to twelve companies 
each, according to the number of families of which 


conveniences of the American navy during 
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land. The artillery of Montenegro consists of 


— 


twenty-eight mountain guns, and the requisite 
military instruction is provided for the Montene- 
grin officers at St. Petersburg, where « certain 
number of the noblest youths are always under 
training. Servia, with a population of 1,500, 000, 
is almost as completely organized. 

Herr Wicexps classes the Servians as 


among the finest soldiers in the world, who 
have always displayed first-class military 
qualities, both in the Servian and Austrian 
services. The regular army is small, but the 
First Ban of the National Guard alone in- 
cludes 44,000 troops of the line, 4,000 cavalry, 
and forty-three batteries of artillery, num- 
bering 258 guns and 5,000 artillerymen, all 
of whom are thoroughly good troops. The 
National Guards of the Second Ban, who are 
little inferior to the first, includes 40,000 
men and eighteen batteries of artillery, thus 
showing that Servia alone can place over 
80,000 effective troops in the field, in view 
of which Herr Wiens thinks that Un- 
less Austria, ceding to Magyar pressure, 
should hamper the Servian attack, it may be 
doubted whether any further force would be 
required to settle the larger part of the East- 
ern question.” 

The difference between the right man in 
the right place and the wrong man in the 
wrong place has not been more aptly illus- 
trated of late than in the revision of the 
War Department estimates for the next fis- 
cal year which has been made by Secretary 
Tarr. He expresses himself as willing to 
run that Department next year for $5,607,605 
less than Mr. Berxnapr wanted for the same 
purpose. The difference is that BLANaAr 
was one of the new-fangled politicians who 
believe in splurges and profits, while Tarr is 
one of the old-school fellows who believe in 
honesty and economy. His reduction of 
these estimates has been made judiciously, 
cutting off in the Quartermaster’s Department 
and in the appropriations for the armament 
of fortifications,—just where reductions can 
be made without damaging the public 
service. Judge Tarr is a man who hasa 
reason for everything he does or recom- 
mends, and it is morally certain that this 
amount of money—nearly six millions—may 
be saved in the War Department without 
crippling the service or damaging the public 
interests in any manner. Secretary Bristow 
must look for a formidable rival in the work 
of reform; Judge Tarr will press him hard 
for the palm in this struggle, if he remains 
in the War Office. 


One of the meanest, most contemptible, 
and most malignant attacks ever made upon 
a Chief Executive of a nation is the charge 
of the Confederates that President Garant 
had been corruptly using Government offi- 
cers and material on his St. Louis farm. The 
stories having been investigated, it now ap- 
pears that some army officers in St. Louis 
voluntarily laid out a private trotting track 
upon his farm, and that off one occasion the 
President, wishing to have some of his horses 
shoed, wrote to an army officer, who was an 
excellent blacksmith, asking him to do the 
work and offering to pay him the usual 
amount. The blacksmith did the work, not 
using any Government material, and refused 
to take any pay. This is the sum and sub- 
stance of the dreadful charges made by the 
Democratic reformers against the President. 
There is probably not another legislative body 
in the world that would have descended to 
such a mean, dirty, and petty attack. The 
Democrats have evidently reached the dregs 
of investigation, and henceforth nothing will 
be too contemptible for them in carrying out 
their petty partisan spleen. It is about time 
for them to commence on Mrs. Grant's shoe- 
lacings and Num Grant's baby’s safety- 
pins.

THE NOMEOPATHS. 
PROCERDINGS OF YRSTERDAY'S MERTING, 

‘Tue second day's svesion of the State Homeop- 
athic Medical Bo¢iety convened in the lecture- 
room of the Methodiat Church Block yesterday 
ruorning, with the President, Dr. Mitchell, in the 
chair, and a fair attendance. The proceedings 
were opened by Dr. L. Dodge, of this city, who 
read a report on Hygiene Preventive Medi- 
eine.“ The subject related to the hygienic care 
of mothers during pregnancy, and the care of 
children after birth. It was a lengthy and 
elaborate document. i 

The President then announced that the So- 
ciety was invited to take a ride through the city 
by Dr. Beebe, who would furnish the carriages. 
The invitation was accepted, and the hour fixed 
for 4 p. m. 

Dr. Duncan stated that, as the Michigan Medi- 
cal Society was in session in that State, he 


moved that a congratulatory dispatch be sent to it 
by the President. Carried. 
DR. G. D. BEEBE 
then delivered a lecture on The Surgical Reme- 
dies for Prolapse involving Uterus, Bladder, Vagina, 
or Rectum. The Doctor used illustrations to ex- 
lain his disconree, which was a decidedly scien- 
inc and learnéd one, and attracted marked atten- 
tion from the members of the Society. 

The lecture waa not finished when Dr. Beebe's 
time expired, and. on motion, its continuation 
was fixed for this morning at 9 o’cloc 

DR. W. DANFORTH, 
of this city, read a paper on ‘* Uterine Fibroids,” 
including tumors, etc. The paper treated of the 
various kinds of tumors, was quite an exhaustive 
treatise, and took the ground that it was worse to 
remove a portion of a tumor than not to remove it 
at all, as ſt in most cases resulted disastrously to 
the patient. At the close of the reading of the 
paper the Doctor presented a clinical case, that of 
a woman, 42 years of age, who had four children, 
and who was troubled with minearagea, during 


which the an 
patient lived 

and in October, 1874, 
visited Dr. Ladiam. Im November, 1874, an at- 
tempt was made to remove the tumor, but her con- 
dition was so low that the operation was deemed 
impracticable. From November, 1874, to October, 
1875, the patient was given hypodermic injections 
of ergotine. In November last, another visit was 

ade by the patient to Dr. Ludlam, who declined 
to perform the eee, She called upon Dr. By- 
ford, who stated that he had never removed a 
tumor so large, and the chances were as ten to one 
against her, though an operation was 
the only thing that could eave her. 
Dr. Danforth thea took the case 
in hand and successfully removed thetumor. He 
exhibited the instruments with which he had per- 
formed the operation, and showed how necessary 
it was to have instruments constructed ina scien- 
tific manner, so as to become useful in individual 
as well as general cases, in order to perform suc- 
cessful operations. The patient had been kept 
under the influence of ether — the operation, 
and bled — profusely. He explained the terri- 
ble danger of such an operation, and the responsi- 
bility of the surgeon performing it. The tumor, an 
immense polypus, was removed from the jar 
in which it had been placed two months and a half 
ago, and d around on a tray, and exhibited to 
the members of the Society, who handled it with 
great delicacy and care. The tumor when removed 
weighed 8 pounds.. The lady was now doing well. 

Other smaller tumors wem also exhibited. The 
explanation of the tumor cases aacted great at- 
tention from the Bociety. 

DR. W. H. WOODYATT, 

of this city, then read a paper on thal- 
malogy, taking for his subject a case of affec- 
tion of the mastoid cells, extending to 
the brain. The Doctor exhibited a portion 
of the mastoid bone, and stated that he had not 
such bloody relies to show as his predecessor, but 
he had a specimen, and would say that the patient 
Was dead. He gavea history of how mastoid dis- 
eases might be contracted; frst, there would be in- 
flammation of the mastoid, then inflammation of 
the brain. The pain in the back of the head was 
the pain of perostitis. There were deep-sea 
pains apparently in the ear. The method of cure 
was then shown, and how the surgical operation 
should be performed, and the manner of treatment 
afterward, lle also gave the history of several 
cases Which had come under his observation, 

The Hoclety then adjourned for lunch,

tating that the man had died of apoplexy, He 
explained the disease, and then showed the braina 
of a woman Who had died from disease of the cere: 
bellum, ‘The nex} thing handed out for mepection 
Was a broken neck, which a youth got ina free 
fight. itis needless to say that the young man is 
dead, as, besides having broken hie neok, he had 
his nose fractured, and fell down a fight of 16-foot 
stairs, The paper was quite edifying, and at its 
close the miniature charnel-honse was removed. 

Dr. H. F. Cole, of this city, made a report on 
Histology. and gave a dessertation upon the etruct- 
ure of the throat, and exhibited a drawing of the 
larynx and base of the tongue. 

Dr. G. A. Hall, of this city. then delivered a 
brief report upon Obstetrics, exhibiting several 
kinds of Af The Doctor gave a brief history 
of forceps, and the improvements made in them to 
this date, dating them on from the first instrument 
made by Dr. Paul Chamberlain.

Extension of the Water-System--- 
Immunity from Fire. 


What the Water-Works Have Oost 


and Have Produced. 


Waste of Water---The Sewers-=- 
Pavements and Special 
Assessments. 


The annual report of the Board of Public 
Works for the nine months ending Deo. 81, 1875, 
has just been published, Its most interesting 


portions are as follows: 

Daring the period which this report covers, no 

ublic work of a kind to 12 general attention 
maa boon andertaken; but in no past year has so 
much been accomplished toward insuring the safe 
ty of the city against fire, and thereby enhancing 
the stability of all ita material interests, In some 
other years a larger number of miles of water-pipe 
nas been laid, but it was of smaller dimension, and 
to a great extent designed only to convey the quan- 
tity required for domestic ea ape Last year 
the Hoard laid the greatest quantity of large mains 
ever laid in one year in this 9 7 the design being 
to strengthen our fre- ng resources by 
supplying hitherto pages districts, in- 
creasing the pressure in other districta only 
partially secured by previous work, and making 
available the water which will be 4 by the 
land extension of the new lake tunnel, through the 
new West Side 4175 which will proba- 
bly be in operation by midsummer. 

rere are now over 410 miles of water-pipes laid 
in the city. In 1871 there were 272 miles. Of the 
pipes now laid, there are nearly 4 miles of 36-inch, 
over In miles of 24-inch, nearly 11 miles of 16- 
inch, nearly 19 miles of 12-inch, nearly 2 miles of 
10-inch, over 71 miles of 8-inch, and over 155 
miles of 6-inch, making 275 miles of 6-inch and a 
greater diameter. Nearly eleven-sixteenths of 
our pipe are, therefore, of sizes considered safe 
for fire purposes in all cities in the world. Of the 
412 miles of pipes laid in New York up to Nov. 12, 
1875, 255 miles were only G-inch in diameter, 
This comparison will show that it ie unfair to con- 
tinue the clamor in the interest of insurance com- 
panies, that the water-pipes in Chicago are unrea- 
sonably small in diameter as compared with those 
in use in other cites. The main business district 
of the city is now extremely well fortified, and 
there is — my | no city in the world whose com- 
mercial centre is better protected, so far as water- 
supply and fire-fighting facilities are concerned. 
Recent extensive confiagrations in various parts of 
the country have revealed the fact that 
CHICAGO, IN THIS RESPECT, STANDS UNSUR- 

PASSED. 

The late fire on Broadway, New York, according 
to the press of that city, successfully resisted the 
enginery of the Fire Department, because of the 
ineagre capacity of the pipes, —the engines sucking 
the hydrants dry while the firemen were vainly en- 
deavoring to extinguish the flames. When the new 
pumping works arein operation, itis safe to say 
that there will be a pressure of at least thirty 

unds at the most remote fire-hydrant in the city. 
No sound argument remains, therefore, for dis- 
crimination against Chicago in insurance rates. In-

that Chicago risks remained as insecnre 
as at the time of the great conflagration, 
and that the city was making no 
substantial efforts to afford increased protection. 
The truth is that during the past four years Chi- 
cago did more to insure her business section against 
fire than any city in the world, and our business 
centre is as perfectly supplied as any city in the 
Union. The work of protection, however, has 
not, been limited to the business centre. Many of 
the dangerous lumber districts have been supplied 
with large mains. These maine have been con- 
nected with nearly all intersecting pipes, so that 
the increased protection and pressure resulting 
from them have been extended many districts 
heretofore considered unsafe. Underwriters have 
no valid ground for extortionate demands upon 
a and our business-men should no longer 
submit to the injustice to which they have hitherto 
been subjected. 

The safety of the central portion of the city, and 
the enterprise and wisdom which, for several years, 
have inspired your honorable body in enlarging the 
water system, should not be permitted to interfere 
with the continuation of this prudent — until 
the entire city shall have been permanently pro- 
tected. The Board, recognizing the general strin- 
gency, — participate in the desire that all 
— expenditares may be so managed as to re- 

uce taxation to the minimum consistent with 
sufety; but we also must remind your honorable 
body that it is neither economical nor safe to 
negiect the necessities of the re- 
gions of the city, to which the advantages 
of our increased water supply have not yet 
been extended. Having already invested in two 
lake tunnels and double pumping works, and bein 
able to furnish the city with all the water require 
both for ordinary consumption and for the Fire De- 
partment, it is — poor economy to fail to 
make the supply available in all portions of the 
It is not enough to congratulate ourselves 
upon the safety of sections. Justice to unpro- 
tected localities, and a prudent regard for the in- 
terests of the entire community, which must suffer 
from 2 blow felt by any pose of its property:

The Board of Public Works have no efficient control 
over these evils. The law vests the authority to 
pave or not in the hands of the property: holders, 
and the Council limits the extent of re by the 
amount of the annual tion. 

It is not te be wondered at that a ter number 
of the streets has not been E the law being 
oppressive upon the property-holders in requiring 
that the entire assessment shall be at once. 
The private burdens which the citizens have had to 
bear since the fire of 1871 have been of such a 
magnitude, generally speaking, as to preclude the 
possibility of their assuming additional nse, 
except when absolutely necessary or legally un- 
avoidable. The game causes have operated to in- 
trodnce inferior pavements, which ioe propery 
holders have been persuaded to contract for 0 
mistaken belief of economy. 

Until greater relief is felt from the losses by the 
great fire and the financial stringency which has 
prevailed since the panic, it will be almost impos- 
sible to induce the use of better and more durable 

vements, unless our laws can be so amended as 

rmit the cost to be paid in several annual in- 
stallments. In many other cities the statutes on 
this subject are devised with a business-like com- 
— — which is lacking in ours, both as to pub- 
policy and the accommodation of the property- 
Here the citizen must, on account 
financial stress, oppose paving, or 
he must choose a cheap material in to 
bring within his means total of the 
assessment which the law requires him to pay at 
once. In Cleveland and other cities in Ohio, the 
cost of paving is payable in bonds or certificates 
running from three to five years, and the assess- 
ment is made in co pro ons to re- 
deem these as they fall due. In Detroit, one- 
fourth of the cost may be paid at once, with inter- 
est on the balance for three years at 7 cent, the 
privilege bei reserved the citizen of peying 
sooner and obtaining a rebate of the interest. 
These cities issue bonds or certificates of 
indebtedness in payment for the work, 
the cost of the improvement 
property, © all 
taxes, collectable in the same manner without ad- 
ditional expense to the mene lity. A law em- 
bodying the same essential features is the only 
remedy for the general condit of the streets 
Chicago, While the present legal obstacles re- 
main, no improvements, either in the extent or 
the quality of the paving, commensurate with the 
necessitios, to say nothing of the dignity, of the
